Power, in its full Vigour, by em- 
ploying it in the Protection and Kn- 
couragement of our Commerce, We 
fhall eafily maintain the Ssvereignty 
of the Seas; and whilft we continue 
Mailers of that Element, we may 
fafely defpife any Invafions. It is 
this maritime Force, commercial as 
well as military, and not the Number 
of our regular Troops (as the bon. Gen- 
tleman is pleas'd to affert) by which 
every State measures our Strength, and 
on which our Influence in the publick 
Negotiations of Europe mujff entirely 
depend. 

One would be apt to think, from 
fome Gentlemens Reafoning about 
Invafions, that a xaval Armament, 
fuficient to conquer Enz/and, could

no Country excells us in the Skill, 
Bravery and Hardinefs of our Sea- 
men.

Neither were any of thefe dracon forth 
from their Country and proper Habita- 
tions before the End of May, that it 
micht be no long Grievance to the 
Publick; fach Difcontentments deing 
to us a more fatal Enemy than any 
foreign Forces. 

I would not be thought to mean, 
(fays D' Anvers) that our prefent w1- 
train'd Bands are fit for this Service, 
(of defending their Country) or in- 
deed for any Service, befides furnifh- 
ing the Town with a ridiculous Di- 
verfion, and cramming their Guts at 
the Expence of their induftrious Fel- 
low-Subje&ts. For this Reafon, they 
have been long laid afide, for the 
Eafe of the People, in all the Coun- 
ties of England, except Middle/exs 
where there feems, at prefent, to be 
the leaft Occafion for them; and 
where an Intermiffion, for one Year, 
gave the Inhabitants Reafon to hope 
for a continued Relief, as long as it 
fhall be judg’d neceffary to keep up 
fo large a Number of regu/ar Firees 5 
but we may fee, even trom this In- 
ftance, how hard it is to deliver our- 
felves from an Army, of any Kind, 
when once eftablifh’d; fo juit is that 
witty Sarcafm of the late Mr. Gay;

q the very Reverfe of each other. y- Dhe calls Right and Wrongs fo that 


rannies are Powers built upon the De- 
firudtion of all the natural Rights of 
Mankind. Free Governments are only 
Recognitions, Eftablifbments, Enforce- 
ments and Securities of all thofe Rights. 

That Government only is ju/ and 
perfe&ly free, where there are no Laws 
but what relate to the Security of Per- 
fon and Property; and where every 
Subjeét is left at fall Liberty to do 
“what he pleafes with his Perfon and 
Property, as far as is comffent with 
the Rights of all other Subjects. 

The Government of England F 
comes the neareft to this P/am of any 
Government now inthe World. We 
have our Defeéts indeed; and one 
great Defect, is a eens Power ¢x- 
tending itfelf to Men’s Perfons and 
Properties: A /piritual Power iffuing 
out Writs and Proceffes, in its own 
Name, and by vertue of an Authority, 
which feems diftin@ from the Civi/

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Suan de Braganza declar'd’ him(elf 
in Favour of his Country, the Peo- 
ple acher'd to him, a total Revoluti- 
on was effeéted at once; and the 
long projected Scheme for bringing 
in S/avery turn’d in one Night the 
Cau‘e of reftoring Liderty. 

The Nobility of Denmark had a 
very extenfive Authority, which 
they improv’d by Degrees into a 
boundle(s Jurifdiftion; and after 
the Commons, at their earneft Entrea- 
ty, and induc’d by their fair Promi- 
fes, had been chiefly inftrumental in 
délivering Copenhagen, which was 
befieged by the Swedes; Money be- 
ing wanting, the Nod/es were for 
laying the whole Load on thofe they 
fo lately carefs'd. The Commons, 
ftung with Refentment, took a ' 
ftrange Way of revenging them- 
felves: They complimented their 
Prince with ‘arbitrary Power; con- 
ftrain’d the Nodjes to a bafe Submifii- 
on; and, fince they would not allow 
the People a reafonable Liberty, the 
People have by this Means, reduced 
them to be on a Lere/ in Su'sjection, 

Fofion is as pernicious as Power 
over-itrain’d, and has yndone almoft 
every free Government; meéntion’d 
in Antiquity. The Reman Repib- 
lick fapported itfelf in its Infancy’ 
againft foreign Enemies; yet, when’ 
fhe had nothing to fear from others, 
Fa@ion fore’d her to turn her Arms 
upon herfelf; by which Means fhe 
at laft entirely loft her Liderty. 

Athens, Carthage; Sparta, all weré 
ruin’d by the fame Means; Sufpici- 
ons of thofe in Power paved thé 
Way to their Defruéion; and then 
the pretended Patriots ufurp’d all 
that they decry’d in others. But what 
to me appeats the moft cogent Argu- 
ment on this Subjeét is, that the 
wileft and moft lafling free Govern- 
ment that perhaps the Worid has ever 
feen, I mean the State of Venicé, 
has beeti obliged to make a tyrannick 

urifdidtion a Part of its Conftitution, 
im ofder to crufli Fattion in its pe 
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and to put out the fir/t Sparks of Par- 
ty, thy they tena the Fire of 
Sedition. 

Mcderation ought therefore to be 
as ftrongly recommended to the Peo- 
ple, with Refpe& to their Bebaviour 
towards thofe in Power, as 
to Men in Office, to prevent their 
making ill Ules of the Authority put 
into their Hands.

Of Fuftices of the Peace. 


Correfpondent in this Paper, 
having ‘told a Story of an ig- 
Porant Country Gentleman, who 
Weame up to London and was madea 
~% Juftice, concludes with the following 
ee Reflections. 

A Juftice of Peace is not a Poft of 
fo eafy Difcharge as many imagine: 
" And [ am afraid there are too few 
>» of thofe that take the Honour on 
them, that take an equal Care of the 
> Diicharge of their Duty. Were 
they to confider the Oaths they fo 
eagerly fwallow, and the large Field 
of Action that lies before "ems if 
they were Men of any Confcience, 
they would be far from being covet- 
ous of an Office, that can carry along 
with it no Proportion of Profit, if 
honeftly difcharg’d; and if they 
wanted Confcience, in my Opinion 
they want the true and firft Qualifi- 
cation fer the Office. I know a 
great many now in Commiffion, that 
tor thefe very Reafons decline to act; 
tho’ Envy and Detraétion put it on 
another Foot; They confider, that 
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tho’ they had been taught, that the 
Service of their Country ought to be 
the firft Principle of every honeft 
Man; yet a Service that is liable to 
be circumvented by Ignorance, is 
not to be enter'd into by an honeft 
A Man, that would make even that firft 
Principle his Rule. For tho’ it may 
be true that he may difcharge his 
own Duty confcientioufly as to him- 
felf; yet fenfible enough of human 
Weakneffes,, he will prudentially 
avoid any Accumulation from the 
B well known Weaknefles of others. 
As a Juftice, and fworn into the 
Commiflion, he ftands oblig’d by his 
Oath te take Notice of all the Pro- 
dué&t of his Neighbours Petulan- 
cies, and what one hardy Fellow 
{wears againft another, ftands al- 
C moft a Law againft Knowledge: 
Yet as an honeft Man, and a Mem- 
ber of the Body Politick, ‘unclog’d 
with that Honour, he can do all the 
good Offices of a Neighbour, with 
Commendation from the beft, and 
without Blame from any. He can 
D make up Differences without binding 
over. He can relieve the Poor with- 
out pafling him out of the Parith: 
And as to the Vagabond and Stroller, 
he has got the Conftable at Com- 
mand, and.may fend fuch to underga 
the Drudgery of others. I muft 
confefs, if the Juftice of Peace would 
faithfully difcharge his Duty, accord- 
ing to-his Oath, and confcientioufly 
put the Laws in Execution, it would 
be a happy Thing for the Nation in 
general, and of great Eafe and Ad- 
vantage to every County in particu- 
Jar. But then to find fuch’a Juftice, 
ou muft look out for a Man of Pro- 
ity and Learning. Probity, to en- 
able him to execute, and ing, 
to enable him to know what he is to 
execute, To make any Man a 
Juftice, without a Prefumption of 
Gthefe two Qualifications, is like 
making a Mill-Horfe a Racer, or 
ane of your Coach-Horfes a Pad.

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the Treafury to deftroy the Country. 
The King himfelf was of Opinien, 
that it was not only neceflary to 
humble the Infolence of thofe Har- 
pies, but juft to punifh them feverely 
for the Mifchiefs which they had 
brought upon the Publick. 

Wherefore it was refolved to bring 
them to an open Tryal; in Confe- 
fequence of which Refolution, fome 
of the Maiftres des Requeftes of the 
Parliament of Paris, and certain 
Members of the Court of Aides, were 
by the King’s fpecial Commiflion ap- 
pointed for their Judges.
